TELEGRAMS have been received in Paris 
by Carlist chiefs from Don Carlos which 
indicate that he expects ¢ republican ris- 
ing in Spain. .

SENoR NICOLAS AVALLANEDA, ex-Pres- 
ident of the Argentine Republic, diced at 
sea while en route to Europe. 

Tue steamship Greyhound, trading be- 
tween Hong Kong and Pakhoi, was seized 
recently by a number of Chinese pirates 
who had taken passage on board and 
watched for a favorable opportunity to 
carry out their plan. The Captain was 
murdered and thrown into the sea, the 
ship plundered and the pirates and their 
booty taken off by three junks, two of 
which were afterward captured. 

Joun J. Keuiy,a former employe of 
Lord & Taylor, New York, has been ar- 
rested charged with embezzling $11,000 
from that firm by means of false entries. 

AN attempt was made early on the 
morning of the 28th to assassinate Mr. Sam- 
uel Brittain, aged seventy years, at Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., in the office of his son, where 
he slept. He was found later uncon- 
scious in a pool of his own blood from two 
pistol shot wounds. The affair is shrouded 
in mystery. 

MARCHESE Rita CANDICE, daughter of 
Mario, the tenor, and Grisi, has been sen- 
tenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment 
at Berlin for swindling.

Stephen E. Jones, assignee of the Louis- 
ville Savings Bank, has filed a petition in 
chancery for the settlement of his trust. 

Mrs. Rhoda Howard, supposed to be the 
oldest person im Kentucky, died a few days 
ago near Owingsville. She was born in 
North Caro’ina 114 years ago. Her third 
husband, who died in 1846, was a Revolu- 
tionary soldier and she had drawn a _pen- 
sion up to the time of her death. She had 
four children living, one being over ninety 
years old. She had lived in Kentucky 
ninety-one years and smoked a pipe con- 
tinuously, She had never been sick a day 
and refuséd to take medicine up to the day 
she died.’ he 
~ A foul murdér was committed at Wad- 
ley’s saloon at Jackson, Tenn., a few 
nights ago. Will Madison, a young rail- 
road wan, struck Dan Shampel, a cigar- 
maker, over the head with a gun, crushing 
his skull, fom which he died. Mayor 
Robins yn has offered a reward of $200 for 
the arrest of the murderer. 


The total subscriptions for the Galveston 
fire-sufferers at last accounts reached $116,- 
000, of which $82,600 had been received and 
about $50,000 distributed.

Inthe ruins was found 
the charred corpse of a sport named Ed- 
ward J. Murphy, recently from Mexico.

Hon. Isaac Palmer Caldwell died at his 
residence in Louisville, Ky.,a few days 
since, of a complication of diseases. He 
was an eminent lawyer and the recog- 
nized head of the Louisville bar. He was 
a candidate for United States Senator be- 
fore the last Legislature. Mr. Caldwell 
was sixty-one years old. 

Twelve prominent colored men sat in the 
Criminnl Court jury-box at Nashville, 
Tenn., the other day and tried Anthony 
Irwin, a negro bootblack, for murdering 
Robert Mitchell, colored, for resenting an 
insult offered church choir singers. The 
prisoner pleaded guilty, and was sentenced 
to ten years’ imprisonment. 

At Black’s Station, S. C., a few days age 
Town Marshal Turner was shot and fatally 
wounded by Robert Bishop, who had been 
arrested by the Marshal. Turner fell on 
his knees, drew his revolver, and shot 
Bishop three times. Bishop disappeared 
in the confusion, and no traces of him had 
been found, but it is believed that he died 
of his wounds. 

The sture and dwelling of M. Bluestein 
in Benton, La., were entirely destroyed by 
fireafew days ago. Loss about $10,000; 
insurance, $6,000. 

Charlie Morris and a companion, named 
Johnson, two boys about twelve years old, 
who reside with their parents about fifteen 
miles north of Dallas, Tex., were playing 
with an old pistol afew days ago, snap- 
ping it at each other. Finally young Mor- 
ris took the affairin hand, and the first 
time he pulled the hammer down there was 
an explosion, and he was horrified to find 
that he had killed his playmate. 

Ephraim Savannah (colored) made affi- 
davit at Shreveport, La.,a few days age 
before Justice Carter, against Green 
Woodward (colored), charging him with 
murdering his father, William Satw:oah, 
by aiding in hanging him. The Szmpying 
took place on the lith of March, 181%, in 
Caddo Parish, after which Woodward es- 
caped into Arkansas, but has recently re- 
turned and has been working on a planta- 
tion in Bossier Parish. A Deputy Sheriff 
was sent after Woodward. 

A fire broke out in the cotton on the 
Houston Direct Navigation Company’s 
wharf at Houston, Tex., a few days ago. 
It could not be controlled, and soon spread 
to the barge C. C. Gibbs, laden with cottop 
for the Mallory Steamship Line at Galves- 
ton. An order was given to roll the burn- 
ing bales into the bayou, which saved a 
number from total destruction. Over 400 
bales were destroyed or damaged. The 
loss is estimated at about $12,000. All of 
the cotton is insured.

THE SUCCESSION. 


The Diversity of Opinion As to Who Will 

. Be President Pro Tempore of the Senate 
--The Choice Apparently Between Ed- 
munds and Logan--Democratic Prefer- 
ence for the Former--A Precedent for the 
Latter. 


Wasnineton, D. C., December 1.— 
The Republican Senators continue to talk 
Logan for President pro tempore, while 
the Democrats persist in expressing the 
opinion that Mr. Edmunds is entitled to 
the place. Senator Jones, of Arkansas, 
said last evening that the position should 
be tendered Mr. Edmunds, because he 
was the oldest Republican Senator in 
service; because he had occupied the po- 
sition before, and because he is eminently 
fitted for it. He thought General Logan’s 
claims had been settled by the people. 
If Senator Edmunds would not ac- 
cept the position, he thought either 
Senator Sherman or Senator Morrill 
well calculated to fill it to the 
satisfaction of the Senate. ‘Of course,” 
he said, ‘‘unless the President should die, 
the position is mevely that of a presiding 
officer, and I think Senator Edmunds is 
better fitted to preside over the Senate 
than any other Republican member. As to 
the probabilities of the President's dying, 
I think they are decidedly small. I am 
glad, however, to hear he is not going to 
Indianapolis.” 

Representative Springer, of Illinois, is 
also of the opinion that Senator Edmunds 
is entitled to the position. He said that 
in his opinion Mr. Logan could not afford 
to accept the position, and for the Re- 
publican members to put him in the 
place would seem like defying the will of 
the people. Besides, he said, Mr. Logan 
was lacking in all the attributes of a 
presiding officer. The question now is, 


will Mr. Edmunds accept the position if | 
it is tendered him? He is not known to | 


have expressed an opinion on the sub- 
ject, but his colleague, Senator Mor- 
rill, and others are said to have 
expressed the opinion that he would not 
accept. A prominent Republican Sena- 
tor said he was firmly convinced that Mr. 
Edmunds was not a candidate for the 
position, and would not be under any cir- 
cuinstances. We said that last December 
when Logan came back to Washington, 
Edmunds proposed to several of the Re- 
publican Senators that he should with- 
draw from the Presidency of the Senate, 
so as to admit of the election of General 
Logan. Mr. Edmunds, at that time, said 
he thought it was due the General, who 
had been the candidate of his party, and 
was therefore entitled to the best place 
that his Republican associates in the 
Senate could give him. About this time 
came the legislative fight at Springfield 
and Senator Edmunds was made [Presi- 
dent. The published statement, that Sen- 
ator Logan is not eligible to election as 
President pro tem. of the Senate is not 
true. The following abstract from the 
Journal proceedings of the Scnate of 
Monday, March 65th, 1877, is pertinent, 
establishing, as it does, a precedent in 
Senator Logan’s case. 


The Senate having been called to order by 
the Secretary and the proclamation of the 
President of the United States convening the 
Senate for the transaction of business 
having been read, on motion of Mr. Hamlin, 
and by unanimous consent 

Resoived, That the oath or: office be admin- 
istered m | Senator Timothy O. Howe to 
Thomas W. Ferry, Senator-elect from the 
State of Michigan, and that he be, and 
hereby is, chosen President of the Senate 
pro tempore. 


“The oath prescribed by law was accord 
ingly administrated to the Hon. Thomas W. 
Ferry, and he thereupon assumed the chair, 

“The credentials of the following Senators 
having been heretofore presented, the oaths 
prescribed-by law were administered to 
them and they took their seats in the Sen- 
ate.’ 


When the Senators meet, if they agree 
on Senator Logan, it will be very easy for 
Senator Edmunds to take the chair for 
five or six minutes and then give way. A 
private letter received from Don Cameron 
says he is for General Logan. Don 
Cameron is the chairman of the Repub 
lican caucus.

STRAWBERRY PoINT, [a., December

Several skepticdl young 
men attended the seances Saturday 
night with the determination of exposing 
what they considered a palpable fraud. 
Accordingly one of them managed to se- 
cure a seat near the cabinet from which 
the spirits materialized.

THE EASTERN WAR. 


Fortune Continues to Favor the Bulgariag 
Arms--Pirot Captured and the Serviang 
Driven From Before Widdin -- Aus 
Sticks Her Finger In the Pie to Save 
via Farther Humiliation -- Turkish Way 
Preparations. 

THE SERVO-BULGARIAN WAR. 

BELGRADE, November 29.—Notwithd 
standing the fact that an armistice hag 
been declared between Bulgaria and Ser« 
via the situation here is one of great 
alarm. Confusion worse confounded 
reigns supreme, Absolute terror of tha 
imhabitants for the safety of their city 
| alone prevents a revolt. The Bulgarians 
are moving against Nissa,

Nissa, the great depot of military stores 
in the campaign against Sofla. This ace 
counts for the large amount of artille 
the garrison was able to bring agains 
the Bulgarians. The loss is a tremendoug 
blow to the army. 

Right on top of the encouraging dis-. 
patch received from General Leshjanin, 
that he was about to take Widdin, comes 
the news that the over-confident General 
had attempted the assault of the virgin 
fortress, and has met with a terrible 
defeat. From what details have been 
received, it seems that while attempting 
to carry the works by assault, a portion 
of the garrison, reinforced by the timely 
arrival of three regiments from 
the south, made a fierce sortie and exe- 
cuting a rapid flank moyement, surprised 
the Servians in the rear, getting them be- 
tween two fires. General Leshjanin is 
fleeing with the disorganized remains of 
his army for the frontier. At the same 
time a Bulgarian force from Upper Pu- 
lanka attacked the Servian command at 
Arzer Palanka, situated on the Danube 
| some twenty miles below Widdin, and 
captured that town, the Servians taking 
refuge in flight. 

A courier from Nissa states that a state 
of panic exists there. Those who can 
steal away from the town do so. The 
soldiers are demoralized, and what rein- 
forcements have arrived are raw levies 
and are badly armed. They can be of but 
little service. Only the presence of the 
large military forces prevents a revolt. 

The Government has just published a 
decree ordering all the male inhabitants of 
Nissa to prepare themselves with two 
days’ provisions, and under pain of «death 
to report instantly for military duty in 
defense of the city. There is no scarcity 
of men. The military authorities are 
forcing everyone into the ranks, but the 
new men have never been drilled and are 
greatly demoralized. The regular troops 
are sullen and _ discontented, and 
well informed persons are afraid that 
they can not be depended upon. The rail-

AN ARMISTICE. 

LONDON, November 30.—A dispatch 
from Belgrade says that an armistice be- 
tween Servia and Bulgaria was concluded 
at 3:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon. The 
cessation of hostilities was brought abont 
by the efforts of Count Khevenhuller- 
metrich, the Austro-Hungarian Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
to Belgrade. 

Advices from Sofia state that the armis- 
tice was only concluded after the Austro- 
Hungarian minister to Servia had notified 
Prince Alexander that if the Bulgarians 
advanced another kilometre Austrian 
troops would cross the frontier and fight 
the Bulgarians. The minister added that 
the capture of Pirot had saved Prince Alex- 
ander’s military honor and assured his 
reputation. 

Soria, November 29.—Reports from 
Prince Alexander’s headquarters at the 
front state that the Bulgarians continue 
their forward movement. A severe battle 
was fought at Pirot, in which the Bul- 
garians forced the Servians to retire at 
the point of the bayonet and captured 
that town. The town is occupied bya 
force of Bulgarians, and a portion of 
Prince Alexander’s army has advanced. 
several kilometers beyond the town. 

STOP. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, November 29.—The 
Porte has telegraphed to Prince Alexan- 
der asking him to stop the advance of the 
Bulgarian army in Servia. 

TURKISH PREPARATIONS. 

SaLonica, November 29.—The Turk. 
ish war preparations continue on a large 
scale. Seventy thousand troops, 5,000 
horses and 180 cannon have been landed 
at this port during the past few days. 
The Turks are confident of being able 
to repel a single attack by either Greece 
or Servia, or a combined attack by both. 
Turkish troops are being massed in the 
vicinity of Novi-Bazar. 

PREPARING TO INTERFERE. 

Lonpon, November 30.—Dispatchea 
from Semlin, on the Hangary side of the 
Danube, and nearly opposite Belgrade, 
indicate that Austria is preparing to 
actively interfere in the Servo-Bulgarian 
quarrel. The Danube Shipping Com- 
pany and the Austrian and Hungarian 
railways have been ordered to prepare to 
transport 20,000 troops to Servia. It is 
rumored at Temlin that 40,000 Hun- 

arian treops have been ordered to be 
mobilized in the Temesor and Pesth dis- 
tricts. -

Bake in a square pan, and cut into I't- 
tle squares when cool. For the snow, 
take one cupful of stewed and sifted 
sour apples, one cupful of white sugar 
and the white of one egg. Beat all 
thoroughly together, and _ spread 
between your squares of cake.—Coun- 
try Gentleman. 

—Some one recommends catching 
the drip from a refrigerator in a pan 
and using it for drinking water, on the 
ground that water made from pure ice 
is purer than other water. There are 
two cogent objections to this sug- 
gestion.

ABOUT TRIMMINGS. 





Antique Laces and the Nearly Perfect Imi- 
tations Now to Be Had. 

A new idea is the introduction of 
natural features into the trimmings as 
in the fringe made of fir cones sus- 
pended in chenille loops, the chenille 
being in the colors of the dry cone, 
Small pine burrs are also used inter- 
mixed with a flat pointed fringe, resem. 
bling the leaves of the pine tree. A 
curious specimen of this trimming has 
the fringe in green and the burrs in 
brown, and is used to trim a dress of 
odd material woven so that it looks 
like a mass of pine leaves, crossing each 
other and intermixed as if carelessly 
thrown down, or just as they lie be- 
neath the pine tree. 

Some of the new feather trimmings 
are made in imitation of fur; indeed, 
unless one is told they are of feathers, 
it would be difficult to notice the differ- 
ence at a little distance from the gar- 
ment they adorn. A dec'ded novelty 
is a feather band of about four inches 
in width, showing soft, flat feathers in 
all the shades of evening silks—pale 
blue, cream, lavender, rose pink, Nile 
green, dove color and white—creating 
most exquisite result on a wrap of 
cream, brocaded in dainty flowers, in 
all the colore shown in the feather 
fringe. 

The feather used in place of and 
greatly resembling fur is the shorn 
teather marabout, cut smooth, short 
and thick. The leading kinds of 
feather borderings are Ring cock’s 
feathers of irregular lengths, formed 
into bands and allowed to interlap, 
other shorter ones put on in a semi- 
circular form and presenting a soft, 
mossy face and the ordinary cock’s 
bands come in plain and mixed color- 
ings. 

Antique Venetian laces are very hand- 
some and in some of the imitations or 
reproductions the copies are most faith- 
fully executed, indeed an expert in 
laces can hardly tell one from the 
other, so perfect are the new laces in 
coloring and design. 

Medieval trimmings are much sought 
for. Astyle between a lace and a gimp 
shows a design outlined with gold 
thread and filled in with colored rosary 
beads. Gold laces, too, show a chenille 
cord and the rosary beads intermixed. 
In handsome tabliers and panels the 
groundwork is often plush, wrought in 
gold with wooden beads and large 
raised fruits in beads and chenille. 
Others in black: lace and jet are coy. 
ered with pendant tassels and fruit and 
flowers en relief. 

Tambour tabliers, like the tambour 
silks, are new; they are wronght in 
chain stitch in silk and beads and come 
in all colors and mixtures of tone. 
Dull jet and lead are often combined: 
also black with gold, while canvas is 
made elegant by being embroidered 
with oxidixed silk and iridescent beads. 
For evening dresses fronts are most 
charmingly embroidered in pearls and 
in crystal beads on cream foundations 
or upon tinted fabrics. 

Some of the rosary beads are curi- 
ously carved, while others are plain, in 
Various sizes and are either in speckled 
wood or composition. A trimming of 
these beads is formed in oak leaf shupe. 
the autumnal colors being secured by 
variously-colored beads intermixed 
with the rosary beads, -~Philadelphia 
Times.

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PAPER IN TONQUIN. 
The Laborious Processes By Which 16 te 
Manufactured. 


The principal material used in the 
manufacture of paper in Tonquin is the 
ke-yioh or paper tree, wifich grows in 
abundance on the mountains in the en- 
virons of Sontay. The dried bark of 
this is brought in bundles upon the backs 
of oxen or buffaloes from the mountains, 
where it is gathered for the numerous 

mills, whose principal center is in 
Eee vicinity of sa Kt is worth about 
two cents a pound. This bark is macer- 
ated and then rubbed up in mortars, so 
as to reduce it to a fine pulp. This lat- 
ter is extended with a certain quantity 
of water in order to form a clear paste, 
which is sized with an infusion made 
from the shavings of the gamao, a tree 
ows in abundance on the Black 
River Mountains. 

The paper is manufactured sheet by 
sheet by women by means of delicate 
bamboe screens . they alternately 

» inte the paste and take out there- 

th athin sheet of paper, which they 
deposit upon a board. At the end of the 
pm Brg sheets are put into a press in 
order to extract the moisture from them, 
and are then dried by placing them one 
by one upon a hot masonry wall.

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A Hand-Weaving Machine. 








An ingenious kind of hand-weaving 
machine or loom has been invented in 
Germany, Wy means of which silk, wool, 
yarn, cords, strips of fabric, etc., can be 
woven into pieces that may be applied 
to various useful purposes in the house- 
hold. In using this machine the warp 
threads are first arranged parallel 
either on the backs of two chairs or se- 
cured to the knobs of two doors. The 
warp threads are then passed through 
the heddles, arranged on a suitable 
frame, and the ends of the warp thxeads 
are tied together and fastened to the 
back of the chair upon which the person 
operating the loom sits, and the other 
ends of the threads are held in a suitable 
clamp on the table. The heddle frame 
or comb is raised by means of the left 
hand, whereby the threads are separated, 
and then the shuttle is passed through 
the warp threads, the latter are shifted, 
the shuttle passed through in the in- 
verse direction, and so on.—N. ¥. Sun.

The Draft Horses of France. 











While some people in America call 
all horses imported from France Nor- 
mans, t¢ 7s a fact that there is no breed 
in France called by that name by the 
French people; the name, Norman, 
therefore, is purely American. The 
principal breeds of France are known 
as Percherons and Boullanais. The 
Percherons are the most highly prized of 
all French races, and all departments 
of France go to the Perche for stallions 
to improve their local breeds. The 
Percheron stud book of France, pub- 
lished under the authority of the French 
Government, is the only stud book of 
draft horses that 7s or ever has been pub- 
lished in France, and now contains the 
pedigrees of about 5,000 animals. But 
some importers are offering certificates 
from France of Norman draft horses 
that may mislead people who do not 
understand the French language into 
believing these records of origin. Not 
one of them issued gontains a pedigree. 
They are furnished at the request of 
American buyers by the secretary of 
one of the French Agricultural socie- 
ties, who says there is no intention of 
publishing them in stud book form, as 
they have no pedigrees and are of no 
value whatever. It is a well known 
fact that what a man gives for a horse 
over from $500 to $800—the price of a 
good grade—is paid for purity of blood; 
and where the seller is not able to give 
the recorded pedigree of the animal 
sold as evidence of additional value, he 
has no right to ask it. With these facts 
before him, no intelligent man will buy 
a horse imported from France unless 
he is recorded with his pedigree in full 
in the Percheron Stud Book of France.
